Apart. however, from agricujtural 
areas, the proviuce of Ontario con. 
tsins immense tracts of timber juuds 
of pine, spruce, ete, where farmin: 
cannot now be profitably carried on. 
Until very recently che popular iden 
regarding ¢Sese jands was that they 
Comprised w Vast wideruens of tices 
of conparatively little value excep 
aor a few jumbermen to exploit. As 
a result of this ignorance und :ndif. 
ference the provinces bas sustained in- 
catculable loss through waste ual 
devastation by fire in onc of itn moa 
Valuable assets, an asset which would 
hot onis have given employment and 
Wealth to many thousands, but alan, 
if wisely tnanaged, have provided in 
the future Tor nearly all phe cox of 
government. 

There is another source of Weath 
to whieh our people have been hath. 
ero simest blind, thar is, the tist 
of our injund waters. For instauce, 
there is the food fish of our Erwy 


iakes; we have permitted the Am=ti. } 


Cans, ghrough their fish cruats, ser 
uallf to rob us of this heritage. We 
have suffered these powerful aruas 
to practically own both vur fish and 
cur fisherinen, to depiete our Walters, 
and to deprive us of the Opporruntry 
of obtsining our own fish for fond. 
There was a Time, not jong sinve, 
when the supply in these lakes sem. 
ed ww be dimost inexhanstable, <ucu 
vast hauls were then made. This 
supply could have been maintiined 
indefinitely had nature's laws ween 
attended to, Dut we have permitted 
in the past ghe rapacity of tho.c

The first way is that whereon both 
Governments are now happily setting 
their feet, the quickening of reer ay 

cation between the two countries. 
is not a stroke of sentiment, but iH 
stroke of business. It will bring our 
minds into closer relation. A prefer- 
jeutial tariff. on the other hand, is both 
t dangerous and futile. The present re- 
duction on their tariffs by the Cana- 
dian Government has already injured 
fhe one industry really affected by itz 
the woollen trade, and that industry 
is full of bitterness and complaint. 

British Character In Canada. 

The second way in which Canada 
tiay be penetrated and pervaded by 
the influence of British character ix 
in keeping with the first.

A long time ago, as the stéry books 
say, there lived near famous old Fort |

bundred-has ever heard. - Joseph Guess, | 
or Sequola, a half breed Cherokee sat 
dian, was born in 1760 and possesseu | 
qualitics which would have made him | 
great at any period or among any peo- 
ple lu the world’s history. Combined | 
With a powerful creative intellect were | 
indomitable enerzy, application, per- | 
sistence, that no discouragement coukl | 
affcet, and a firm confidence in his own | 
ability to overcome obstacles. In his | 
Youth he acquired distinction In his} 
tribe as a crafisman tn ellver, bis} 
handiwork showing not only technica! | 
skill In execution, bat uonsual Insenu-} 
ity and originality of desizn. j 

It was not, however, until 180 that 
he began the work that was to entitle 
him to a place among the earth's truly 
Sreat. In that year Sequola’s ambittou 
was fired by the knowledge that the 
whites bad 2 method of communication 
by means of writing and books and set 
out to derise a written language for 
bis own people. When it fs realized 
that Sequola was illiterate, knew not 
a single letter of the English apbabet. 


had no basis in his own fanguase to }- 


baild upon, the stupendous difficulties 
of the task he set for bimself may 
well be imaginnlL He began his great 
work without a doubt of his ultimate 
success, with the superb faith that be- 
longs only to the creat. From au old 
Engtish spelling book he copied ‘al! the 
letters, giving to cach a sound, ‘wodi- 
Ged some of the letters be found, In- 
vented others until he had eighty-fire 
characters, by means of which might 
be expressed every sound in the Chero- 
kee language. Not only would this 
have been Impossible with our 2lpha- 
bet, bat 60 simple was the system that 
any one speaking Cherokee might with- 
in a week or two Iearn to read ami 
write it. There are not lncking learned 
and distinguished philologists who un- 
hesitatingly declare that Sequota’s al- 
Phabet is the most perfect ever devls- 
al for any language. 

He had at first the usual experience 
of intentors. Shafts of ridicule were 
aimed at him, and he eren received 
violent abuse {rom many of his tribes- 
men for his attempts to Introduce this 
Temarkable innovation, but bis triumph 
came in 1821 In California. He was 
then sixty-one years of age, when a 
council of Cherokee chiefs formally 
adopted his Invention. Soon a printias | 
press was established, and quite a 
large and varied Iiterature was its 
frult, while even a newspaper was 
printed in Cherokee by the ald of Se- 
quota‘s alphabet. 

The desire for learning amonz the 
Cherokees was remarkable, so much so 
that fin a very few months after the 
Invention was given to the nation thou- 
sands of Its members could read and 
write. Considering the difficulties of 
his undertaking, I think we are safe In 
writing the old chief who died full of 
honors far from home In Mexico one of 
the greatest of Americans. 

Tennessee has giten to the world 
many great men, Presidents Jackson, 
Polk and Johnson standing in the fore- 
front. The nation they served has be- 
come one of the Srst of the earth, and 
so thelr names are known of all men. 
The people toward whose uplifting Se- 
quola spent his life are scattered to 
the four winds of heaven. Only a rem- 
‘nant remains, and In a few moce gen- 
erations they will be but a memory, 
and his achievement will be know 
only to the curious. . 

The old chief's life work was not In 
vain. No life of unselfish derotion 
ever Is, A gteat American scientist 
with a soul attuned to,the fitness of 
things Latinized the Indian name to 
Sequola and gave It to California’s 
great trees. And what name for the 
greatest of American growths could 
be more appropriate than that of one 
of the greatest of America’s early racc?

On this 
int Mr. Walker in his letter to Mr. 
emp says: “On the basis of three 
actual transactions in purchasing 
shares, reasons for such purchases be- 
ing unknown to “him, Mr. Pringle 

Is the bank a gambling institution. 
He even suggests that important 
events in banking history, such as 
the absorption of other banks, were 
brought about as part of a policy of 
speculgtion in stocks. These state- 
ments are all utterly unfounded. The 
Canadian Bank of Commerce does not 
now, and never has at any time, made 
a practice of buying and selling stocks 
in public markets or otherwise. It 
does not now, nor has it ever, specu- 
lated in st6cks, and its history and 
reputation as known throughout Can- 
ada and in foreign countries are such 
as to entitle to immunity from criti- 
ie of the nature of that in ques 

ion.”” 

Then the letter deals with charging 
of high rates of interest in the west. 
The:case in point occurred in the Yu- 
kon where prices were enormously 
higher than in any other part of Can- 
ada, and higher rates of interest, 
therefore, were unavoidable. RKefer- 
ring to the comparison between the 
Commerce and the newest of banks to 
show the Commerce had less percent- 
age of aaseta in) pro fon. to Jiabiti- 
ties to the public, the letter pointed 
out that it was fallacions to make a 
comparison. Any new bank on this 
basis was making it< position w 
with each addition to its customer 
The figures properiy used were the 
strongest evidence of esteein in which 
the Conmzuerce is held, because they 

sindicate! extent toe which people do 
business with the bank. The proper- 
tion of sasets to their public liabili- 
ties of avveral banks at the end of 
January was Commerce 17 per cent. 
Montreal 17 per cont., Dominion I 
per cent... Merchgnuts 135 per cent.. 
Nova Scotia 127 per cent.

Valker that all banks found that de- 
positors Lal drawn upon their bal- 
ancea in nvch closer manner than 
when money was casy.

Jury's Verdict Wilful Murder 


With Plea For Mercy. | 





Sentenced by Chie? Justice Meredith to Be Hanged on 


June 11— Verdict Came as Thunderbolt to Those in 
Court—insanity Plea ignored — Commutation 
will Be Asked For — Spectators Shocked 


& greater shock upon the 3,000 people 
assemble! in and around the court 
room yesterday afternoon, than when 
the jury brought in the verdict of 
“Guilty of murder, with a recommen- 
dation for mercy". against John D.

Tearse was sentenced to be hanged 
on Thursday, June 11. 

The 12 talesmen admitted after- 
wards that they had no idea that-their 
verdict left neo course open to the 
court but te pronounce fy death sen- 
tence upon the prisoner. To Crown 
Counsel Blackstock, and to Counsel 
Hassard, they arhnitted that they be- 
ieved their verdict would elicit noth- 
ing more serious than a life term in 
prison. They ignored an ‘insanity ver- 
dict. because’ they thought, like the 
possibilities with Harry K. Thaw, the 
accused would merely be locked up 
for a short while and released. They 
realized the insane tendencies of the 
prisorer, but theught they would be 
relieving society of a pernicious ele- 
ment if he were locked up for life. 

They refrained from styling it a 
case of manslaughter, because they 
thought it would mean imprisonment 
for » term of from three of five years. 
and then freedom. 

To-dlay the defence will appty to 
Ottawa, to the Governor-General, for 
a commutation of sentence. The doc 
tor who gave expert testimony favor 
it, the crown counsel had no hesitancy 
in declaring he favored it, and the 
general impression of those officially 
connected with the case is that the 
judge’s report will strongly favor it.

& fact that the eyesight of man ts zo 
lng to get worse in the future aud is 
getting worse all the time—that is, we 
are growlog more nearsighted. The oc-

GET POWER FROM PROVINCE. 


Protest Was Effectua!—Senate Throws 
Out Conmee's Bill. 

Ottawa, April 2—By 19 to 15 the 
Senate railway committee ,threw cut 
Mr. Conmee’s bill to incorporate the 
Ontario & Michigan Power Co. A biz 
fight was made on the proposition, 
but the protest of the Ontario Legis 
lature against this new invasion of 
provincial right~ had its effect. 

The bill sought to give the company 
very wide powerr, namely, the pur- 
pose of developing power and distri- 
buting it to any place in Canada or- 
in Isle Royale, or in any place in the 
United States. The company should 
be permitted to acquire lands and 
water rights on Nigeon, Nepigon and 
Sturgeon rivers in Thundet Bay dis- 
trict, to construct dams and reservoir 
and otherwise control water in any 
Inke whose waters flow into any of 
these rivers or in any streams con- 
veying such discharge to bore for nat- 
ural gases, manufacturing gas and 
sundry like works.

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CEMENT MORTAR. 


Instruction In Mixing It For Making 
Pipe or Draintile. —~ 

A subject that interests farmers is 
the making of concrete ptpe, either for 
use in irrigating systems or as a sub- 
stitute for clay tile in dralnage. From 
the Arizona experiment station come 
thé following practical details of the 
manufacture of such pipes in molds of 
two feet In length. The method of 
mizing the cement mortar will be use- 
ful foe, other kinds of cement yrork 
also: 

The cana should be selected with the 
greatest care. It should be free from 
clay oc dirt and preferably composed 
ot grains of varying sizes. Roughly 
aes ia SE tna 

© contains two-thirds 
coarse grains and one-third much finer 
grains: Often a gravelly sand can be 
pessed through a half inch mesh 
screen and then mixed with one-bal! 
{ts volume of fine sand. 

A cement should be selected which- 
is very finely ground, rather slow set- 
ting, and. of unquestioned soundness. 

Assuming the pipe to be fifteen Inch- 
3 In diameter and the proportions of 
the mortar to be one part cement to 
three and one-half paris sand, a batch 
can be made up as follows: One barrel 
(four sacks) of cement and three and 
n half barrels (seven wheelbarrows) of 
sami. The sand and cement should be 
inixed dry and turned three times with 
shovels. Water is then added in an 
amount sufficient to bring the mortar 





toa “dry” consistency—tbat is,” such. 


condition as will require much tamp- 
ing to cause water to stand on the sur- 
face. - 

The batch should then be turned 
twice or three times and coned. It is 
profitable to work the mortar thor- 
onghbly. 

Labor and Curing. 

Three men—two to tamp and one ta 
shovel the mortar—are a satisfactory 
team and can mix, mold and sprinkle 
at the rate of férty pipes per day of 
nine hours, The tamping must be done 
in sinall lasers, not over three Inches 
ata time. 

An important featore in the manu- 
facture of cement plpe is the curing. 
About’ twenty-four hours after the 
pipes are made they should be sprin- 
Aled with water so long as they seem 
to absorb it freely. For n° week there- 
after they should be wetted every day. 
They shopld then cure in the air for a 
week or two before being lald tn the 
xround. 

On the third day after moldlag a 
cement pipe a wash of pure cement 
should be applied on the inside of eal: 
leugth with 2 plasterer’s Lrush. 

-Sugar Beets on Alkali Soil. 

Leet fields subject to alkall are de- 
scribed as being characterized by a 
very uneven stand, considerable frreg- 
nlarity in the size of the plants and 
the prevalence of chlorosis of the older 
leaves aml of sprauziing taproots.

‘The strength of the soil soln- 
fior in Colorado ynalyses was found to 
Le 2.07 per cent of alkali where the 
soll moisture was equal to 20 per cent 
and to 5.83 where it was only 10 per 
cent.

Roots For Farm Animals. 

Roots as a part of: the ration hare 2 
devided valve for all kinds of domestic 
animals. Professor T. F. Hunt and as- 
vociates in a recent bulletin of the New 
York Cornell experiment station In dls- 
cussing this subject call attention to 
the fact that their effect fs tonic as 
well as nutritive and that breeders and 
feeders of farm animals for exhibition 
purposes find roots Invaluable. 

For most purposes the roots are chop- 
ped or sliced before feeding. Various 
hand aud power wacbines are on the 
market for this work Generally 
speaking, roots should not be fed alone, 
xs they carry too much water. A feed 
may vary from twenty-five to fifty 
pounds a day for a thousand pounds of 
animal, according to the amount of 
dry concentrates ond ronghage fed. It 
is usual to put the cut roots into the 
feed box and distribute the ground

Toronto, April 4.—The curtain raiser 
to the debate upon the redistribution 
bill occurred in the Legislature yes- 
ferday when Hon. Mr. MacKay 
brought in an amendment suggesting 
that all changes be left over until the 
census of 1910, 

Hon, Mr. Whitney moved the House 
into committee ou .the redistribution 
bill. The original intention had been, 
he said, for a general redistribution, 


but on going into the matter in de- 
tail it was found that the census was 
so old and inaccurate now as to be 
an unsafe guide. Relerring to the 
work ‘of the committee, the Prime 
Minister said that no suggestions had 
been forthcoming from the Opposition 
members on the committee. The only 
objections taken had been in relation 
to Middlesex, Huron and Toronto, 
and these he was prepared to justify. 
The division of Turon, as could be 
seen by reference to the map, was a 
geographical and p' 7 one. In the 
absence of the inember for West Mid- 
dlesex (Mz. Duncan C. Ross) he would 
not discuss Middlesex. In reference 
to Toronto, its population was con- 
siderably over 300,000 and it was not 
fair to ask Toronto to be represented 
by Cabinet Ministers who were not 
elected by the people of Toronto and 
forego, on that account, the increased 
representation to which the city was 
entitled.

* Ottawa (Mr. May) challenged the in- 
crease for Toronto and the division of 
Ottawa. Ottawa, Mr.-Whitney put in, 
wwould soon be entitled to increased 
representation, ‘ 

Some years ago, Mr. Whitney con- 
tinued. a voting arrangement was 
made by the then Government with a 
view to securing a successful candi- 
‘date from, their own party. 

Mr. Whitney. then explained the 
system for Toronto. Each of the four 
present ridings would elect two men 
bers. Each riding will have two sep- 
arate und distinct seats for which 
members will be chosen on separate 
ballots.

Of all the races of men in the world 
Britons are. the most gregarious. 

In Great Britain and Ireland there 
are 2,08, while there are 1,05 in 
foreign countries and British Colonies. 
Golf,-apparentiy, is thu chief excuse 
for the formation of clubs. Of the 
above total, no fewer than 1,144 are 
golf clubs. 

London’s list of clubs shows no 
signs of decreasing. At present they 
number 222, of which thirty at least 
are exclusively ladies’ institutions. 

Tndeed, one of the most astonishing 
features of club life is the increase 
throughout the count in recent 
years of cluba devoted exclusively 
to the feir sex. There are at pre- 
sent 322 of these.

Records kept at the Mammoth Cave 
hotel from the time ft was opened In 
1837 show that while the place was 
belng advertised In various ways the 
number of visitors was many tlues 
what it is now, when the publicity 
Promoter knows it not. In 1844, for In- 
stance, when the population was lesq 
than 20,000,000 instead of the eighty 
odd millions of today, those who came 
to see the natural curiosity nuw!<red 
oa an average ninety-three a day. They 
traveled hundreds and theusamis of 
miles, for many crossed the Allantic to. 
behold it Sixty-one years fater, in 
1905, the average was Iess than a 
dozen a day. 
public simply bas been permittat 
to forget that Kentucky's Mammoth 
care exists. The man who owned ‘it 
diced in 1869, and his thirteen heirs, 
scattered all orer the country, simply 
devoted themselres to spending the in- 
come that they derived from the $2 a 
head admission free. They thought the 
financial streain would keep on run- 
ning without any expenditure on their 
part for advertising. They have been 
disappointed, of course. 
As soon at the advertising was aban- 
doned the people became tudifferent 
about the cave. and finally it figured 
no longer as one of the great show 
places of the world. 
In the language of the I’hilistine, 
Caves are not necessary to human hap- 
piness until some man by astute adrer- 
Using fills men and women with a de- 
sire to see them, and when the adver- 
Using ceases the desire ceases also. 
Viberal advertising is essential to 
success. The story of the Mammoth 
cave of Kentucky fs onty one of thou- 
sands that prore the truth of this.

Policeman's Ingenious Scheme 
“Inside Gambling Den. fe 
“Walter Ellis, just .retired from the 
London police, is un Officer with won- 
derful -recorda of ious schenies 
for the undoing of malefactors. 
Soon after he joined volunteers were 
called’ for ispecial duty on account of 
the dynamite scare. Ellis volunteer- 
ed, and, with two others, was elected 
from 500 applicants.. He was then 
attached to the chief office at Scot- 
land Yard, where he acted as body- 
guard to Mr, Munro, the then assist- 
ant commissioner, later going as ca- 
¢ort to Mr. Balfour on some of tis 
journeys to Ireland. , i 
After two years in London, he was 
xelocted for service abroad, Icaving 
for Holland at a moment's notice, hia 
duty being to watch the arrival aod 
departure of all boats, on the Ipak< 
for “dynamitards. » Rot 
terdam, Antwerp, and later Dieppe, 
Cherbourg, Havre, and Paris weie 
all visited by him during .this duty.

All four of the plats that 
had been In clorer showed an increase, 
the greatest being 19 2.5 bushels and 
the least 7 1-5 bushels, Without addl- 
tional fertilizers the same plats were 
secded the following year to barley. 
Those that had been fn clover yielded 
an average of 37.3% bushels to 
acre, while-the others ylelded but 
bushels. This experiment furnishes a 
clear demonstration that the goo@ ef- 
fect of the clover lasts more than one 
season.

KING'S DERBY BY WINNER DEAD. 


Recollections of i Enthusiastic Scene of 
Persimmon’s Victory. 


Persimmon is dead. The mighty 
horse over whose deeds the public 
waxed so enthusiastic, has run_his 
last race and sired his last foal. Meet- 
ing with an accident; he fractured 
his pelvis in two places.: It was 
found impossible to effect a cure, and 
Persimmon died recently. 

Persimmon was foaled on April 15, 
1893, and was first scen in public rt 
Ascot two years later, when he won 
the Coventry Stakes. Next he won 
the Richmond Stakes at Goodwood, 
but in his next race. the Middle 
Park Plate, he only finished third, 
though it must be said he had beer 
coughing just previously. 

Until the Derby, the horse was not 
seen out again. He started second 
favorite, St. Frusquin holding a pre- 
mier position in the betting lists. 
After a great race and a fine exhi- 
bition of jockeyship on the part of 
John Watts, the King’s horse won by 
a neck and there was a scene of en- 
thusiasm such as had never beer seen 
before, and was not equalled even 
when his Majesty won his second 
Derby with Diamond Jubilee. 

In the same year there was another 
great race between 
St. Frusquin for 


Persiinmon and 
the Princess of 
Wales’g Stakes at Newinarket. Tlie 
Derby winner had to-concede 3Ib., 
and Was beaten half a length. This 
led to much speculation as to which 
of the two would win the St. Leger, 
hut ‘soon afterwards St. Frusquin 
broke down and leit the turf, so that 
Persimmon had not much difficulty

the Eclipse Stakes at Sandown Park,

SHEEP PAINTED GREEN. 


An Incident In freland’s Cattle-Driv. 
ing Campaign, 

Mr, Birrell makes the following re- 
ply in Parliament papers to a question 
by ‘Mr. Staveley-Hi!l regarding the 
humber of cases of cattle and sheep 
driving in Ireland reported to the pr 
lice since June ‘9, 1907:

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FISH THAT GLOW. 


Some Deep Sea Creatures Able to Shed 
2 Phosphorescent Light. 


The inhabitants of the ocean vary 
in many respects, according to the 
depth at which they live, but most 
of all in their powers of vision. Fish 
that live at very great depths ont 
either uo eyes at all or enormously 
big ones. There are two methods of Yr 
xetting about-in the gloomiest abysees | 
—by delicate organs of ‘touch and / 
sight—that collects the few raya of : 
light due to’ phosphorescence cr other j 
accidentul sources. ra 

The fish which live near the top of ; 
the ocean have smaller cyes than 
those say eighty fathoms down, One’ 
hundred and twenty fathoms deeper; { 
where daylight disappears, the eyes 
are bigger still. Beyond the depth of 
200 fathoins emall -eyes* prevail, with 
long feelers to supplement them. 

At thix depth. in fact, sight ia prac- 
tically useless.- In* the greatest 
abysses the fish are usually blind, feel- 
ing their way about solely by meanr 
of their sensitive bodies. \Some, in- - 
deed, show signs extenmally of having 
once possessed exes, but that ix all. 

In others—the oldest and most con- 
firmed’ abysmal species—the eye has 
disappeared altogether — externally, 
though traces of it are still to be re 
cognized, embedded deeply in the 
tiasues of the head. 

+Many deep sea fish have a curious 
system of hollows in the skull or S 
about the body which hold a kind of 
phosphorescent: slime. Others have 
round or oval sbining opalescent spots 
placed on the head or along the body 
or tail. 

All of them are abundantly supplied 
with nerves, and they are apparently 
organs for the* production of phos 
phorescent light. Hf.so, such a fish 
must swim about surrounded by a* 
faint glow. somewhat like that thrown | 
by luminous paint. 

Qne scientist even surgeate thet ‘ 
these fish may, have the porer of di- : 
recting their rays in any direction, 
lixe n searchlight.

GIPSY LIFE IN ENGLAND. 


CROSS SECTION OF WHEAT GRAINS. 

“ [. Funty, grain grown unger dry land 
farining; > Half starchy in.J 
Shepanl states that “for the yilehi, 
hardiness, four yield, protein distribu- 
tion and the quality of both bread and 
macaront durum wheat, especially Ku- 
banka, is to’ be recommended for gen- 
eral use.” 

Several years ago Clifford Richard- 
son of the.bureau of chemistry pub- 
lisbed the results of several hundred 
analyses of wheat grown io the va- 
rioas states.of the Union, from which 
it appears that the sverage protein 
content of our American spring and 
winter wheat (friticum rulgare) is 
125 pet cent, whereas the averase 
proteki content of considerably over 
100 samples of durum. analyzed by the 
writer ts 14.7, of 2.5 per cent more than 
that of the common wheat. 

Durum wheat grown In Algeria con- 
tains only from S to 10 per cent of wa- 
ter. Common wheat grown in coun- 
tries adapted thereto contains from 10 
to 16 per ognt of water, according to 
the moisture of the atimosphere.- The 
difference in the water content was 
sufficient to make the Fredch officiais 
investigate fhe advisability of buying 
wheat from’ dry. land regions, which 
wheats would contain less moisture, 
and thus not only a sarge saving 
would be made in the cost of trans- 
portation, but more ‘wheat per bashel 
woald be actually obtained.

OEATH OF “BIRKENHEAD” HERO 





When Wrecked. ; 
Metuories of the tragic wreck of the 
troupship Birkenhead, with its deeds 
et splendid heroisin probably unsur- 
Passed im military or naval annals, 
Med by the death at Bristol 
one of the survivors, at the 
age of 45. 

Iie was Thomas Coffind whe, on 
he ocension of the disaster to. thee 
ypahip was the “man at the wheel,”* 
{owith seven others succeeded. in 
pulling safely to shore in a gig. 
Joining the Birkenhead about 1850, 
when he was 23 years of age, Coffin 
made three voyages in the vessel with 
troops. 

A fourth voyage to the Cape was 
the fateful one in which the Birken- 
head was wrecked, and the troops 
went down to a man, drawn up, as if 
on parade, on her decks. 

Coffin has told his own story in 
quirt, plain phrases that perhaps giv. 
au clearer idea of the grim tragedy 
than a number of lurid phrases. 

“EL wds at the wheel, and well re- 
member the sentry calling out to the 
officer of the watch, *Four bells, sir.’ 
The officer replied, ‘Strike them, sen- 
try.’ which he did not do, for at that 
very moment she stfick the rock and 
the sentry went rolling to the. deck. 

At the tinte most of the soldiers were 
below asleep, but were awoke by the 
crash (which appeared to me to be 
enough to wake the dead alinost) and 
came on deck;' but on being called to 
order, (cll-in and remained #0, thua 
enabling the seamen to get out what 
boats were left. 

“My instructions {rom the captain 
were to man my boat and pull, off 
and await orders, which never came.

DEFIED THE LAW. 


Dangerous Transvaal Gang Finally 
Broken Up. 


Armed robbera “held up” the 
branch of the National Bank at Lang- 
. Transvaal, a few months ago 
abstracted about £1,200 from the 
tills, Since then three men have 
been sentenced to ten years’ hard 
labor for their share in the robbery. 
The police have: now discovered 
the man who planned the whole al- 
fair. His name is Walter Kirby, and 
he is also to be accommodated in 
gaol for a ten years’ term. His sen- 
tence closes the his of one of the 
most famous gangs criminals the 
Transvaal has known. The Fes was 
formed originally by nore ohn Col- 
lingwood, who may be described as 
the “Moriarty” of South Africa. Col- 
ir ood was a gentleman by birth. 
and received a thorough training a6 
an engineer after he le{t:school. 

Hia master mind gathered around 
him on the Rand a gang of dangerous 
ctiminals, white and colored, who 
placed implicit trust in their “chief,” 
and «who for a time auccesalnlly car- 
ried out a series of crimex ably plan- 
ned by him. Collingwood pit his 
brains against those of the entire de- 
tective force, and for a time he more 
than held his own. . 

It was part of bis methid to keep 
in close touch with the police, snd 
he waa a frequent visitor at the po- 
lice offices, whither he went on the 
most flimsy pretext. At last the act- 
ing-chief of the Criminal Investiga- 
tion Department, Mr. Mavrogordato, 
discovered the identity of his clever 
opponent, and. after many attempts. 
brought home to him s serious crime. 
for which Collingwood was sentenced 
at Pretoria in January, 1907, to 
twelve yeers’ imprisonment, with 
hard labor, for culpable homicide. 
The crime was committed in the 
course of a robbery which he had 
planned when he foand it necessary 
to get rid of a native “tool” who 
knew too much. After Collingwood’s 
removal, Kirby rs to have as- 
sumed command of the operations of 
the gang, but evidently he did not 
s in getting the implicit trast 
of his followers. 
Kirby's downfall, following the cep- 
ture and sentence of these three, ix 
the last act in the operations of a 
gang of cri who have been a 
menace to the public safety for years.

Go to the political caueus and you 
will be greeted with a magnetic elo- 
quence from a mercurial people. Pro- 
ceed to the shippiug offices, the offices 
of the great industrial corporation, 
and you will find silent men, simply 
doing business. 

Drop-in at the city hall and you 
will hear torrents of eloquence, not 
about the futare position of the city. 
not about the bringing in of large bet- 
ferments, but about a broken sewer or 
water pipe. Forty-two members; ten 
English-speaking. thirty-two born ora- 
tors; ten silent and ineffectual crea- 
tures who might as well be at home 
for all bey can do or say. The slight 
est provocation brings out all the re- 
sources of the tongue of Moliere. The 
vehemence, the declamation, the mag- 
netism which mark the rhetoric.

question, say, of national policy. It 
is really al) about the town pump. 

The eloquence does not muke, clea 
or wide streeta; it does not give uz 
more parks and playgrounds: it does 
not construct noble boulevards in the 
Dewer portiona of the city which will 
soon embrace the Island of Montreal. 
It does not, in a word, spell salvation. 
but it gives color to drabness, and 
drabness is the general experience. 

A difference of race, of tongue, of 
creed may have complementary: ad- 
vantages and compenaations, but it 
has been found rather difficult to real- 
ize them. “A homogeneous ‘people 
would elect¢men to carry out their 
«ill. A daal people, split in two, 
electa the men who answer best to 
sectional appeal. Hence you have two 
voices, two counsels, and a policy 
which pulls in opposite directions. 
Henée, too, you. are lacking in united 
public sentiment, which is the only 
coercive force you can apply to. any 
sort of nt. 

The results are seen. An over- 
whelming majority enforces its ideas. 
A, helpleas minority looks on, with 
‘the privilege of paying taxes. ‘The 
minority lores heart and interest. It 
sees wrong things which it cannot 
check; It notes extravagances for 
which it will hare to pay. It goes on 
living; it proceeds to make money; 
it. builds iteelf lordly mansions, it 
may be; but it holds itself aloof from 
the current of affairs: This is not 
to mend, but to inske worse the gitua- 
tion.

BRITISH FORESTRY. 


Great Britain Confronted With a Tim. 
ber Famine—Need Increasing. 


Great Britain is face to face with 
a shortage in her supply of timber; 
such, at least, is the opinion of a 
writer in a late issue of The London 
Times. 

During the twenty years from 1386 
to 1905 the quantities of timber iin 
ported showed a considerable increase 
—in one case, that of wood-pulp, of 
practically four hundred per@pent. 
During the same period, the deciared 
value’ of these wood and timber im- 
Ports almost ‘doubled, rising from 
13.695.237 pounds sterling to 25,033,- 
350 pounds sterling--an increase of 
12,333,550 pounds, that is, ninety per 
cent. Even in those cases where the 
quantity of wood imported has do- 
creased, the value shows “an in- 
crease. z 

But, in spite of paying much more 
for her wood, Britain is having some 
sources of supply closed to her alto- 
gether. Not only has Germany now 
no w to spare, but she has herself 

mé a large importer to the tune 
of about 15,000,000 pounds sterling 
per year (the price of 4,500,000 tons of 
wood), and that for ten years back 
and longer. The Tnited States ia al- 
80 likely to be soon cut off as a source 
of supply.

Locating the incubater, 

«As to location of the incubator, do 
not place it In a room where it will 
be between two windows where a 
draft ts likely to blow across It. The 
machine should not be located where 
the sun can fa!l across it or strike 
the floor too cl4se to it, The effect 
of the sun ape the machine Is pe 
cullar, and white the lemuperature io 
the room may rot sce: to rise the 
sun will cause the egg chamber to 
heat more rapidly than might be sup- 
posed, thereby interfering with the ad- 
Jastment of the regulator. Do not Io 
cate the machine tn a north or west 
room unless it Is Impossible to fod 
another place. A south or east rootn 
ls far more satisfactory, says a writes 
in Orange Judd Farmer. z 

‘The incubator should be where there 
{s a fire all the time, or it should be ta 
® room where there Is no fire at all. 
If the machine is placed in a foom 
where there is no fire, it abouhl be 
borve in mind that the egzs cannot be 
cooled in a temperature lower than oo 
degrees for any length of time with- 
out chilling the ezz3. The errs should’ 
be wrapped between the folls of 
Dianket and carried Into an adjoining 
room where there Is 3 fire. 

The operator should use every pos- 
sible care in keeping the lamp bow! 
and lamp burner Serupulously clean 
aad {ree from oll or any other for- 
elgn settlings. If this is not done the 
heat of the burner will naturally gen- 
crate some gas, and, if this be thrown 
off In the room, ¥s sure to be gathered 
back Into the incubator, and as It Sows 
through the exs chamber to cause a 
Steat deal of damage. 

The air im the room must be abso- 
futely sweet and fresh, Be yery care- 
ful to sce that the incubator sits per. 
fectly level, but do not attempt to lerel 
it by a water bottle, pan of water or by 
austhing except a carpenter's spiett 
level. Be sure to set the machine true 
Inthe front and back and across each 
end, as this will Insure'a Perfect cir-

to Chariotte. N.Y., where she was to 
‘be stationed for instructional pur- 
poses, to replace the Fern, which was 
passed through for same purpose in 
1906. On Feb. 35, 1908, an order-in- 
‘council was passed permitting the 
U.S. Nashville to go through the Cana- 
dian canals, to be used by the state 
militia of Hlinois. i 

The correspondence shows that in

Montreal, April 8—Hon. W. Rogers 
ol Winnipeg, who has been conferring

It had been a live question for half 
a century, and Mr. Hislop’s argument 
went to show that the great revolu- 
tions in public opinion were accom-

in the voting power.

election one party with a three per. 


erent. majority in votes had a major- 
ity in members of 635 to 21. 

Turning te Huron, Mr. Hislop ana- 
lyzed the new situation there, which 
he decitared was objected to by all 
right-minded Conservatives as well as 
Liberals. He quoted The Goderich 
Star (Con) in condemnation of the 
Dill. The cronding of three out of 
four towns into one riding could not 
be defended. 5 

Alex. Ferguson (Cardwell) disposed 
of the Opposition objection that can- 
didates could get over the ground 
more easily in the city than in the 
country.

HERO OF. MUTINY RECEIVES 
RENSION AFTER 50 YEARS. 


Man Whe Captured a Tewn—Caught 
‘and Flogged Rajah—Stermed Fort, 


in Dead’ of Night—Success of « 
Ferlorn Hope — Stirring Events 
During the Famous Rebellion of 


During the past few days the splen- 


Indian mutiny fifty-one years ago 

ve been recognized. © The India 
Office has: informed E. J. Churcher 
that he has been awarded a pension of 

Per annum, from Jan. 1, 1% 

Mr. Charcher is indebted to the direct 
intervention of the King, through His 
Majesty’s private “secretary, Lord 
Knollys, for this recognition of a ro- 
mantic deed. 

Mr. Churcher, now. 76 years old, is 
a tall, commanding figure. His tread 
is still elastic, his manner dignified, 
and bis speech quiet but full of force. 
Two of his sons are officers in. the 
British army. -Two of his brothers 
were killed in the mutiny. 

In July, 1857, when the mutiny was 
at its height and Agra deluged with 
blood, J. Russell Colvin, the hapless 
lieutenant governor of the united pro- 
Vinces, sent Mr. Churcher, a young 
civilian, to attempt fo restore Hritish 
authority in Etah, a town and fort 
7 miles away from Agra, on the high 
road from Delhi to Cawnpore. “An 
order for 5,000 rupees, the greater 
part uncashed, is one of Mr. Church. 
er’s treasured possessions. With this 
he ifn to raise a force and do his 
work, 


rajah twenty miles away, who, three 
months before, had 


incidents which would provide ab- 
sorbing narratives, But the great in- 
cident was the tai of Etah. 

“I came to Etah in August. tA57, 
with 100 horsemen and 150 foot,” said 
Mr, Churcher recently, “‘and called 
upon the rajah to allow me to occupy 
the fort for the British. He planted 
@ green flag on the wall, proclaimed 
himself a vice-regent of the King of 
Delhi, and refused admission. That 
evening, camped in the mango grove 
near the fort, I heard that 20 Sikhs 
who had mutinied from no regiinent at 
Benares were approaching. 

“Knowing the-daredlevil character 
of these men, I sent for their chief 


pees each for a night's work. . They 


of the mango trees they made storm- 
ing ladders, which they carried in jhe 
dead of night and placed nesinst ie 
walls of the fort. Up they wept.fand 
T followed, *shile my men wen® round 
to the gate of the fort. It was 2 for- 
Jorn hope, but it succeeded, 

“T remember well ranning along 
the ramparts with a apy, who knew 
the fort, and one of the Sikhs, look- 


ing in the darkness for the rajah. 
We found him sitting in bis room 
with attendants on either side. He 


was a fat inan and slow to move. 
Through the glass doors we, being 
in the darkness, could see him well. 

“My Sikh raised bi< musket and 
smashed in the doors. T rushed in, a 
pistol in « hand, a swond in the 
other. The attendants drew their 
swords, TP threatened te shoot “the 
rajah first and them afterward, where- 
upon they fled, and [secured my 
prisoner. 

“Meanwhile the rajuh’s soldiers had 
attempted to fly by the cate of the 











fort, and Iajer ve counted forty dead | 


in one spot, Next morning. thy fort 
was surrounded by the people of the 
town. I took the rajah to the gate 
and announced from the wall ybove 
it that I would hang him on the spot 
aud turn the ten guns, whieh we eap- 
tured on the ramparts, upon the 
if they did not disperse.” 
Thus was Etah taken. For six 
months, until the end of the mutiny. 
Mr. Churcher maintained authority, 
collected revenue, which he sent to 
the relief of Agra. and kept the trunk 
read clear of rebels. Wounded and 
sick, he came to England when the 
mutiny wee suppressed. Returning 
again, he found that a native clerk, 
whore loyalty he had commended, had 
been made rajah of Etah, receiving 
in plaen of hin clerk’s salary of 7 
rupees per month a fortune of $150,000.

Debate on Redistribution Bill Concluded—Liberal 
Gerrymandering Put Right—Opposition Complaints 
Ludicrous, Says Mr. McGarry—Changes Result 
of Honest and Careful Deliberation. 


Toronto, April $—Hon. Mr. Whit- 
ney, the Prime Minister, concluded 
the debate on the redistribution in the 


slature — with a vigorous 
cailining e Government's 
position and defending the adminis- 
tration against charges of unfairness. 
Mr. Whitney maintained that all that 
had been done was to right a few of 
the more glaring Liberal gerryman- 
ders of the past. 

On the vote the Government was 
sustained by a majority of 36, the 
figurea being 59 to 23. Mr. Allan 
Studholme, the Labor member,. re- 
frained from voting altogether. 

Mr. McGarry (South Renfrew), whe 
resumed the debate, said that the pres- 
ent redistribution differed from all 
its predecessors in Ontario. [It was 
demanded by justice, while former 
gerrymanders) had been prompted 
with the idea of securing political ad- 
vantage. He declared that the Op- 
position found themselves in a ludi- 
crous position on the debate. “The 
leader of the Opposition/*-he said. 
“declares for one man one vote in 
relation to Toronto, while behind him 
the twe members for Ottawa whine 
because they are not given the right 
to have.one man two votes in the 
capital city.”” In answer to the criti- 
cisms of the members for Ottawa he 
pointed out that in making a division 
in that riding, the Government was 
merely adhering to the stand taken 
by them in 18%. The changes which 
have been made, are the result of hon- 
est and careful deliberation, and they 
will redound to the credit of the Prime 
Minister of this Province. The Gov- 
ernment has endexsored to give a 
straightforward, honest and progres- 
sive adiministration. 

“We know that we will never have 
a more honest nor successful Govern- 
ment than the present one, and if 
the Opposition has no better platform 
than one of abuse of the Prime Min- 
ister, they will find littl support 
from the people.” 

Prime Minister Weitney was greet- 
ed with much applause as he arose 
to close the debate. He opened his 
remarks by making a number of ef- 
fective replies to opinions which had 
been advanced by members of the 
Opposition during the debate. 

“This is not a general redistribu- 
ion,” said Mr. Whitney. “Tt is 
nerely a reasonable and proper re- 
rangement to correct in some of the 
most glaring instances the monstrous 
iniquity practiced by the recent 
Government.” 

He scored the member for West 
Northumberland for having nothing to 
say on this matter in committee and 
so much in the House. He charac- 
terized the member as a “joke,” who 
“kept his hands off anything which 
was for the good of the people.” He 
anticipated that Gloucester and Ox- 
goode townships belonging to Carle- 
ton would be restored to that county. 

“All great reforms from this side 
of the House.”” said Mr. Whitney, 
“are brought forward after due con- 
“sideration has been given to the feel- 
ing of the people. What is the feel- 
ing of the people on this question? 
Do we find any petitions being fyled 
here against the bill? Have the re- 
presentatives been waited upon by 
deputations? The member for West 
Middlesex says that he knows of Con- 
servatives who are going to . vote 
against the Government as a resuk 
of this bill, and yet he does not even 
seem to be thankful.”” (Laughter.)

“Buried Sunshine” Has Become s 
Plaything of Science. 

Has {t ever occurred to you that the 
vanilla with which many a favorite 
dish of yours ig favored Is made from 
coal? WII you belicve that most of 
the dyes which have stained the fab- 
rics of your clothes, that the naphtha 
and benzine which your tallor uses iu 
remoring stains and that even tbe 
swectest perfumes are all of them de 
tiratives of coal. 

It was once sakl by a scientist, clev- 
erer apd more Imaginative than most 
of his kind, that coal is “buried sun- 
shine.” Something of: the. cnormous_ 
extent of anclenttcoal forming jungies 
may be concelred when It fs sald that 
our present forests would produce only 
two or three inches of coal If they, 
too, were subjected to a carbopizing 
process. 

The megicians who bave wrought 
wonders with coal are the gasmaker 
and the chemlst. If coal is burucd io 
the open alr, beat is produced and 
nothing left but a iitile ash. Burn it 
In a closed vessel, howerer, and the 
marvelous change occurs, In the first 
place, coal gas is produced and, chem- 
Jeally treated, is supplied to erery city- 
home. Furthermore, ammonia {+ ob 
talned, important In modern ogricul- 
ture because by its means plants can 
be artificially supplied with the nitro 
gen they need. Then, again, aspbalt 
ix produced, much used In roadmaking, 
although the retort is not the chief 
source of its supply. Lastly, a black, 
nolsome ooze is collected which goes 
by the name of “coal tar.” It §s this 
which at the touch of the modern 
chemist’s wand fs transformed into the 
gost widely different substances Im- 
aginable. 

The wonders of coal tar do not cease 
Bere. It Is a palette of gorgeous cul- 
ors, a medicine chest of potent drugs, 
a whole arsenal of terrible explosives, 
2 vial of delicious favors and a garden 
of perfumes—the most protean, varie- 
gated substance in the world.—Londen 
Pall Malt Magazine.

The bank breakers had made their 
escape. however, immediately after 
the shooting. and the -people found 
the insensible body of Roy Henry 
near the foot of the stairway, ; 

He was carried to a nearby house, 
where he was attended by x» doctor. 
This morning he is much better. 
Mr. Hector Wrighi, the assistant, 
who also sleeps above the bank, was 
out for the evening and had not re 
turned at the time the attempt was 
made. 

When he returned he went over the 
securities and bitl< and found that 
nothing had been taken. 

The inside man on the job waa evi- 
dently concealed jin a cupboard in 









teal job was attempted. There is a 
large room in the rear of the bank, 
which was formerly used by an un- 
dertaker. In fact, there are a few 
coffins still stored there, and standing 
upright between two collins in a very

In discussing the affair Mr. Henry 
anid: “ft left the bank for a few min- 
utes, when both the front and rear 
doors were unlocked. At this time 
Mr. Wright, my assistant, thy fae 
stairs. Et must have been af this Aime 
that the man slipped in and conceal- 
ed himseil in the cupboant. The cup- 
beard had been held fast with a sin- 
gie nail, soe it was not very difficult 
to pry. open, but he prohably did not 
expect to find that he weuld have to 
creuch in beside a couple of caskets 
to spend the succeeding four or five 
hours.” The traces of the man’s tem- 
porary occupation were clearly visible 
in the morning. 

Three men, apprrently of the tramp 
or “yegs”” variety. were arrested late 
last night by Chief of “Police Peteh 
of Aurora. 

They are believed tu be the perpe 
trators of the attempt which \was 
rob the Sterling Bank at 
Thorohill Tuesday night, in which 
shots were exchanged by the burglars 
and Roy Henry, manager of the bank, 
who was severely beaten and who 
came close to being shot, but suc- 
eceded in frightening off the intruders. 

When afrested no fitearns were 
found upon the men. One of them 
had a pair of pinchers. They are lock- 
ed up at Aurora, charged as vagrants. 

While the men’ refuse to give any 
names the similarity of their actions 
leads the police to believe that these 
men are either the same, or a part of 
the same, gang that perpetrated post- 
office robberies at Highland Creek, 
Agincourt, Scarboro Junction, Lamb- 
ton Mills, Mimico and Bedford Park. 
From descriptions in the hands of 
the police they are also believed to 
have taken part in the robbery with 
revolver accompaniment, of the fm- 
perinl Bank at St. David's on Mon- 
day morning, when the vault was 
blown, bat the solidity of an inner 
door saved $3,000 there deposited. 

They are also believed to be impli- 
cated in the robbery of a Cunadian 
Express Co. express money parcel of 
$2,000 at Collingwood on 3 arch 24,

One of the most gorgeous fishes In 
the world {s found, strangely enough, 
not in tropical waters, but off the 
coasts of England, where the waters 
are gray and deep and cold. It ts the 
op2th, or Kingfish. This species reaches 
a welght of from thirty to a hundred 
pounds and is shaped a little lke the 
great sunfish of the Atlantic ocean in 
American waters, The fish has im- 
mense eyes, of which the Iris is a 
bright. scarlet. The gill covers are 
green and cold, and the rest of the fish 
1g Mashing red and green, over which 
there play sheens of .purple and ‘gold. 
Again, over this sheen there Is another 
still more transparent film of allver, 
which plays in large, white spots over 
the rest of the bright colors. The fins, 
which are large and sword shaped, are 
a vivid red.

Of course. in point of ‘actual num- 
bera the city of London rejoices in 
the lowest figure for both births and 
deaths, owing to its “comparatively 
small resident population, but its rate 
per thousand is in neither case so 
low as Hampstead.” 5 h 

On another page we learn that in 
the county @f London there are 957 
elementary schools which are attend- 
ed by 890,593 children — representing 
about one-fifth of the tatal population 
of the county. ws 

No figures for the total population 
of Greater London are given for later 
than 1901, but. in that year the in- 
liabitants—man, woinan and child-- 
numbered 4,556,433. 

How greatly the metropolis ts grow- 
ing in regard to mere bricks and 
mortar may be inferred from another 
set of statistica which are reckoned 
down to April of lust year. 
~ In that month we -are told there 
Were 629,853 rated houses in London, 
an increase: of over 3,000:on the pre 
vious year, The full rateable value 
was close upon £44,000,000, working 
out at £9 8s, per head. as compared 
with £8 14s. per head in 1901.

King Edward VII., in spite-of his 
Popularity amongst his own subjects, 
rarely, except when in bed, out of 
aight of those officials'who are charg- 
‘ed with watching over the safety of 
his person, If. it were otherwise, a 
calamity like the deplorable assassina- 
tion of the King of Portugal and his 
i-son might befall Britain, y 
j,_ The King, it is well known, is: al- 
j Ways under the surveillance of some, 
of the most dangerous charaf-ters in 
Europe, watching for a favorable op- 
rtunity to strike; but these men 
know that from morning to night, 
and from night to morning the lynx 
Leyes of rome of the sharpest detec- 
‘ tives in the world are on them, who 
+ follow. their every movement: let them 
\ stir for an instint beyond the bounds 
which they know they must” keep, 
and they find themselves at once start- 
i out on a journeys to their. native 
' Jand, and are never permitted to re- 
' turn te England ezain. 

There are twelve detectives always 
on what is called “royal duty” under 
the chargo of a epecial detective off. 
cer. Three of them keep constant 
Watch over the sovereign. whilst the 
others are detailed for various duties, 
according to the requirements of the 
Moment, 

The work of the first three detec 
tives fs termed “personal service,” 
and they receive their instructions 
every night as to the manner in which 
they are to attend on the King the 
following day. These instructions 
vary considerably and almost every 
day their watch is conducted in a 
different manner, 

Por example. during a review of the 
trfops by the King at Aldershot, His 
Majesty waa closely accompanied by 
an officer wearing the uniform of the 
Vth Lancers. As a matter of fact, 
this officer wae a detective, and the 
guise of the uniform was adopted «im- 
Ply because on such an oecasion it 
naturally attracted little or ne public 
attention to the fact that His Majesty 
was being ¢o carefully guarded, 

Often the individual sitting beside 
the coachman on the King’s carriage 
ix not, x the publie think. one of the 
royal footmen. but a detective on 
“personal service.’ and on many an 
cecasion a detective on similar duty 
has been mistaken for an  equerry 
when clad in the uniform of such 
an official. 

Anyone whe has followad the King’s 
movements at all closely in) London 
may hare noticed that frequently al- 
ter His Majesty has left: Buckingham 
Palace in his carriage o hanzom. 
containing two men has suddenly af- 
peared from sotnewhere, and rapidly 
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followed in the wake of the reval 

- carriage. Wh er the reyal carriage 
may go that cab with the two men 
folloned 


Tt leeks an ordinary enb. and the 
driver look« an ordinary driver. and 
“ wears a number fa the ordinary way. 
But he is really a detective. and so 
are his two fares. atid the cab is the 
property of the King. 

Flaborate are the preezutions taken 
for guarding the King at the bir 
shoots at Windsor or Sandringham 
Two detectives. then. ithvays follow 
His Majesty at close quarters; they 
are arrayed in shooting costume. bat 
they are out for a very different ob- 
ject They are charged" with the duty 
of preventing any stranger approach. 
ing near Wis Majesty. 

1. Before being put on this duty a de- 
tective has to become familiar with 
the appearance, net only of the King’s 
guests, but ako with the gamehkeepers 
and servants, who, during the shoot, 
may, in the course of their work, have 
to come in close proximity to the 
King. otherwise, very awkward mie 
takes might arize. 

In addition to the two detectives on 
“personal service” on cach occasions, 

“there are also some, half-dozen others 
who keep more distant watelr over 
His Majesty: these form a sort of cor- 
don round the King which it would 
he impossible for a stranger to pass. 

Elaborate as ix the system at work 
for guarding the King, it works se 
smoothly and ix so thoroughly well- 
organized that it really does not age 
pear to exist.. Ht is the most unel> 
trusive detective system in the world, 
and yet at the Same time the most 
effective. 

For example, when the King visits 
an theatre there are alwass a number 
of detectives about the entranceadgyit 
whilst His Majesty is entering and 
leaving the house; but they ‘are never 
seen nor are apparently any precau- 
tions taken to prevent the crowd that 
always gathers on such ovcasions com- 
Ing near the King. It would be quite 
contrary to His Majesty's wishes that 
any such precantions should be taken, 
and there is no necessity for then, 
No dangerous character could possibly 
get inte the crowd without being 
“spotted” by the detective, and from 
that moment he would be a marked 
man, as helpless as if he were hand- 
cuffed, until the King had) driven 
awny. 


Sheep as Beasts of Burden. 


Tn the northern part) of India 
sheep are pul to a use unthought of 
fu European or American countries. 
They are made to serve as beasta of 

- borden. The mountain paths along 
the foothills of the Himalayas ‘are 
so precipitous that the sheep, more 
surefooted than larger beasts. are pre- 
ferred as burden carriers, The load 
for each sheep is from sixteen. to 
twenty pounds. The sheep are driv- 
en. froin village to village, with the 
wool still growing, and in each town 
the farmer shears ax much wool as 
he can sell there and loads the ahcep 
with the grain which he receives in 
exchange. After his flock has been 
sheared he turns it homeward, each 
sheep ‘having on its back a small bag 
coptvininwe t ie purchased grain.

Abandoned Oil-Steamer. 

Plymouth, April 10.—The ateamer 
Norwegian tank Helios, the crew of 
which were rescued in mid-Atlantic 
by the steamer Majestic, as reported 
Wednesday, was abandoned in north 
latitude 44. west longitude 39. She 
had encountered a terrific storm that 
lasted three days. Her bunkers were 
broken and the vessel listed badly. 
Her cargo of om] invaded the stoke 
hold wand its overpowering fumes con- 
pelled the crew to abandon the vessel. 

The accident to the Helios occurred 
on Saturday last. There was great 
apprehension that the oil would teach 
the fires and a disastrous explosion 
would result. One hundred and fifty 
tons of oil were pumped from the 
bunkers, but the task of removing the 
temainder of the oil was beyond the 
efforts of the crew.

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_ China’s Integrity Again Threat- 
jened:by Russia and Japan. 





Former Enemies~ New. Supporting 
Each Other—A Tacit Agreement— 
Russia to Become Entrenched In 
the Nerth and Japan In the Seuth 
—tndirect Discrimination. Against 
Other Nations. 


Mukden,. April 11.—Unless the other 
reat powers awaken to the facts and 
aid China in her resistance to the az- 
§ressions of Russia and Japan in Man- 
churia, that rich province will soon be 
reduced to a mere dependency of the 
two mations which fv@ght their great 
war in it. Such -is the opinion of 
observers of events here. who declare 
that despite the assurances given by 
the Governments at Tokio ami St. 
Petersburg, the autonomy of China 
is being firectly undermined in vari- 
ous ways. 

There are many indications of a 
tacit, agreement between Japan 2nd 
Russia %$ suppert each other's de 
mands oz the Pekin Government, so 
that Raseia shall become entrenched 
in the north and Japan in the south. 
Russia’s contention that her powers 
of administration under her railway 
granta include the civil government of 
the city of Harbin has been put for- 
wand as a crucial test apparently for 
both Governments. If it should be 

sed, then Japan, it is believed, 
¥ insist on the same. status for 
her railway administration. 

The “‘open door” in Chine, to which 
all the powers are pledged, is techni- 
cally observed by both Russia. and 
Japan, but indirect discrimination 
against the traders of other nations 
cha ition to the 
building of a rail to Fakumen 
which would parallel her Manchurian 
railway. in the west is declared to 
have smnail basis, so far as her diplo- 
matic rights are concerned, but is tak- 
en aa indicating. clearly her intention 
to monopolize railway developmentin 
this territory, and thus to eliminate 
trade corrpetition. 

Japan also refuses to abandon her 
control of the posts and telegraphs 
and other local administrative func-. 
tions, and thus retains her grip on all 
the municipalities. The Chinese are 
opposed all these measures of as- 
similation, but they are intimidat 
in the presence of the huge militar: 
forces af Russia and Japan. The sit- 
uation demands international action if 
the integrity of China is to be main- 
tained, say impartial observers here.

Hon. Mr. Hanna Presents Some Startling Facts to 
the House—Lunatics Cause Enormous Expense 
to the Province-—No Room in the Prisons— 


Redistribution Bill Goes 


Toronto, apni 11.—Hon. Mr. Hanna 
called the attentioa of the Legislature 
last night to the effect of immigration 
in the last year or two upon the in- 
mates of the provincial institutions. 
He had just received a telegram from 
Port Arthur, as follows: 

“Fort William police magistrate has 
committal ten male Doukhobors to 
Central Prison; nine ferales to the 
Mercer Reformaory. They are in jail 
here. We have no room for them. 
Filty-three other prisoners here now. 
There are fifty-seven other Doukho- 
bors at Fort William to be sent te 
the Central and the Mercer. ‘They 
have burned their clothes and are 
naked. Alex. W. Thompson, shreiff.” 

This was not only a matter of so 
muny more inmates of the jails, but 
indicated a condition of affairs that 
must be dealt with, and the responsi 
bility for which placcl where it Led 
longed, 


Although 30 per cent. were native” 


born in the province, the inmates of 
the asylums were 3) per cont. foreign 
born. 

During 1907 there were 1.162 pationts 
admitted to asylums of the province, 
of whom 6 were foreign born. - Dur- 
ing the past five sears the percentage 
of foreigners admitted to these insti- 
tutions had increased from>20 to 30 
pers cent., while Canadian-born pa- 
tients had decreased from & to 70 per 


cent. In the same period, from 1903 
4 «1907, the «cost of = mainten- 
ance of forcign-born patients 
had. increased {rom $24,613.20 


to $51,744.30. While the foreign-born 
of the entim adult population were 
only 20 per cent.. the total admissions 
te asylums from that class was DO 
Per cent. 

The figures showed the necessity vi 
efiective methods to prevent the dump- 
ing om the province of undesirables 
by friends, and others aided by char- 
itable associations with no other ob- 
ject than to get rid of the responsi- 
bility of providing for them. Taking 
into consideration the probable length 
of Life of these patients. the co-t of 
inaintsining those admitted in 1907 
alone amount to $1,45¢,054,50 without 
including any proportion for capital 
expenditure. 

Ot the estimated total “population 
of the province, over 16 years of age, 
1,299,303 were Canadians, and 291,673 
foreigners or 20 per cent. of the whole. 
At the same time of the commitments 
to jail. 34 per cent. were of foreign 
birth, and the cost of providing tor 


: them amounted to $21,724.65. 


Toronto Asylum gave a practical il- 
lustation of the position. Of 262 per- 
sons admitted less than half were 
Canadians. Of course, many of the 
foreign-born had been resident In Can- 
ada for some years, but no less than 
seventy-seven were recent arrivals, 
who should have been deported if a 
satisfactory Inw had been in force. 
The’ majority of those people should 
pot be allowed to enter Canada. Ow- 
ing to technicalities only. thirty-four 
came within the uirements of the 
Deportation Act, anti therefore Ontario 
had % assume the cost of maintain- 
ing forty-three. 

That meant that the province would 
have to expend and assume an obliga- 
tion of $224,000 for the support of peo- 
ple who had not the slightest claim 
for their consideration. No matter 
how it waa regarded, the picture was 
one that could not be contemplated 
with equanimity. 

The figures, he claimed, showed 

that the proportion of insane among 
arrivals was twenty-six times greater 
than it should be, and therecwas a 
strong suspicion that many were de- 
liberately sent out irom Great Bri- 
tain to be got rid of. An analysis 
showed that whole families of degen- 
erates were included among arrivals 
and weaklings of all objectionable 
types were represented, an .well aa 
many with criminal records, includ- 
ing sexual perverts and criminally in- 
sane. * 
By deportation it was estimated that 
$450,000 had been saved to the pro- 
vince. The tota! deportations amount- 
ed to 108 since 1906. 

The first deportation was in 1906 
when 19 were returned, in 1907 76, 
and in 1908 up to the present 18, while 
20 or 30 were ready after investiga- 
tion. They were following up all the 
data and furnishing it to the Dom- 
inion Government. They were cascs 
in which there was a persistent, de- 
termined effort to drive from the old 
country by those who were respons- 
ible for them, people who became a 
© on the province. The system 
in the United States was muci su- 
perior to that in force here.

“ZT have just) received a telegram 
stating that ‘these two treaties have 
ween signed,”” replied the Prime Min- 
ister. “One refers to the boundary., It 
is not contemplated to establish new 
boundaries, but simply to mark again 
the boundaries and describe them on 
the maps. The second deala with the 
fisheries. In contiguous waters we 
have had difficulties for many sears 
owng to there being a close season on 
one side and none on the American 
side. By the treaty, all contiguous 
woters will be put under a commis- 
sion which will make regulations for 
the fisheries. The appointments on 
the British side exclusively belong to. 
the Government of Canada-” 
© Mrv Monk asked if the Government 
will lay on the table the two agree- 
ments arrived at, also the correspond- 
ener connected with them. He cited a 
London cable to The New York Her- 
ald, dealing with Canada's attitude, 
and atided that he judged from this 
that there niust be considerable cor- 
respondence.

ACCIDENTS FOR ONE. YEAR. 


Fifty Deaths Not Abnormal, Says Na- 
tional Transcontinental Engineer. 


The Winnipeg Telegram receutly 
published a sensational article con- 
cerning the large nuniber of fatalities 
along the National Transcontinental, 
intimating that the administration and 
contractors were responsible, owing to 
the class of labor employed and the 
seale of wages paid, 

“Sensational noneense” was the 
comment of E. R. Paulin. the depart- 
mental enginecr of the National Trans- 
continental Railway, when interview- 
ed. “It- is absolutely untrue,” he 
continued, “that there have been ‘any 
cases of men killed which have not 
been reported, and that they have 
simply been buried in unconsecrated: 
[oe without anyone knowing. 

has not been a single accident, 
fatal or otherwise, of which I have 
not received full particulars, reported 
to me here, and what is more, they 
have all been reported to the com- 
missioners in Ottawa. There is al- 
wats « doctor within reach, and when 
an accident occurs that proves fatal 
the coroner has always been notified 
and has usually gone out. Wherever 
possible we communicate with the 
relatives und give them {ull particu- 
lars, accompanied by affidavits as to 
how the accident occurred.

came forward and welcomed us. 

_ The tent where the dance was tak- 

ing place waa about forty feet in dia- 

meter: Formed like an ordinary tepee. 
it was decorated in the most fantastic 
waytwith colored calicors, woollens. 
skins, boughs of trees and other ar- 
ticles. There was a large open 
at the top of the tent, throngh ehiwhich 
light air was admitted. In the 
centre stood a stout poplar tree, shorn 
of its branches for some distance up- 





‘wards, known as the “Medicine Pole.” 


The tent was divided into three por- 
tions. One was seeerved for specta- 
tors, conaisting of small children, mo- 
thers with babes, old men and women 
others wbo took no official part 
in the proceedings. The two other 
divisions: of the circle were devoted to 
the braves and squawa who, after the 
system followed in the synagogue, 
were kept apart. Directly opponite 
pe. entrance was an orchestra of fil- 

“‘tom-toma.”” ih musical in- 
strument is formed bye stretching a 
skin over a round n hoop, about 
the size ‘ol a side-drum head. Under- 
neath are two transverse ‘bars of w 
which the masician bolds in his right 
hand, while be beats with his left. 
The time kept is what is known as 
double time. or the same as that of 
a jig. Round the interior border of 
the tent were two rows of stalls, an 
inner and outer. in which the parti- 
cipants in the Bun Dance were plac- 
ee In front of these stalls there wan 
a wooden railing. or fence, breast 
high. 

When the dance began, on an in- 
cantation from<one of the medicine 
men--there being two who assumed 
direction of the ceremony—all ‘thone 
in the stalls jumped and blew whis- 
tles, keeping udmirable time with 
the tom-toms. There was also a circle 

of warriors in full fighting. attire, mbs- 
ket in hand, in the centre. Between 
esch dance, which lasted from ten to 
fifteen minutes, caine an interval of 
from three to five minutes. 

When the tom-toms ceased to beat, 
the medicine man selected from’ the 
Hine of warriors a brave, who immedi- 
ately fell out of the ring. With an 
air of dignity, he paraded 
the orchestra, reciting oe experiences 
as a public man. He told with accur- 
acy of detail how many ‘Blackfeet or 
hostile Indians he bad killed, being 
rated: by the rest of ‘the ‘triba ‘accord- 
ingly. In the course of his narrative 
h> frequently adopted the ‘highly tra- 
gic vein, and gesticulated freely. He |

That under the treaty of 1818, Am- 
ericans were granted the same Gshing 
rights in. Newfoundland waters as 
British subjects;is the American con, 
tention. The British view of: chix 
question is that Americans were giv- 
en such rights only as British sub- 
jects then, or at any subsequent time, 
should possess. To accept this View, 
the American righta would be subject 
to change at the will of Newfound- 
land, expressed in the enactment of 
local regulations. Such regulatiors 
hare been made, and each has been 
regarded by American fishermen as a 
grievous curtailment of the original 
unlimited privilege to fish. The at- 
tempted enforcement of these rights 
has resulted in the accumulation of 
claims on the part of the aggrieved 
fishermen, and these claims will be 
considered in the award of the arbi- 
tration. To this list of claims has 
been added those of two American 
captains of fishing schooners urrested 
last week and fined $100 each by the 
Newfoundland authorities. 

The submission of this-treaty to The 
Hague court will. it is believed, in- 
spire action by other nations.

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THE KURDS SCATTERED 


Russian Punitive Force Has In- 
vaded Persian Territory. 


Action Taken Because of Attack by 
Raiders Upon Russian Garrison at 
Belesuvar—invaders Still Advanc- 


ing—Several Villages Destroyed— 
Whole Frontier In State of Alarm 
—Cossacks Sent Out. 


Tiflis, Trans-Caucasia, -April 18.— 
Russian troops have invaded Persian 
territory in the vicinity of Lenkoran, 
a port on the Caspian Sea, for the 
purpose of punishing Kurdish raiders. 
This step was takelt in consequence 
of the renewal of the attack upon the 
Russian garrison at Relesuvar, a fron- 
tier post. 

The trouble began April 12, when 2 
detachment of Ruxsian troops from 
Relesuvar met a band of Kurdish bris- 
ands and lost several men in the sub- 
sequent fighting. The brigands abe 
suffered. = They prepared to attack 
Belesuvar in fores in revenge for their 
treatment(by the Rassian seldiears. and 
descended on the garrison in’ large 
numbers. 

Orders were issued for the garrison, 
which is supported by artillery. to on- 
ter Persian territory and punish the 
Kurds. The Russians in force then 
crossed the frontier and destroyed sev- 
eral villages. They also scattered] the 
Kurds, who numbers! 4,000. Accord- 
ing to the latest reports received at 
Tiflis, the Russians are still advanc-

grap’ to St. Petersburg for immedi- 
ate pfotection. Cossacks have been 
sent into the districts to preserve or- 
der, The whole of the fronticr-is in «

The fight which ensued assumed the 
proportions of & pitched battle. The 
Russians were greatly outnumbered. 
but they pressed the battle with great 
vigor and routed the Persians, inflict- 
ing a loss of 34 men killed and 50 
wounded. The remainder of the tribes- 
men broke and fied. 

The Russians lost one officer and 
seven soldiers were wounded, The 
cannonade sct fire to the village of 
Belesuvar. the destruction of which 
was completed by the Cossacks after 
a ruthless house to house search for 
the Russian arms stolen during the 
raid of April 13. 

Pressing their advantage, the Rus- 
sians bombarded the neighboring vil- 
lages of Kodzhabelu and Serah and 
razed both.

Amount of Geed to Use. ? 

From seven and a half to ninety 
pounds of seed are reported by grow- 
ers to have been used on one acre of 
land, A twenty acre field which was | 
seeded with only seven and‘a half 
pounds of seed per acre is sald to have 
given average yield of four and a 
half ¢ of hay per acre, and various 
fields having been sown with from ten 
to twelve pounds of sced per acre are 
sak to have given ylelis ranging from 
three to four and a half tons per acre. 

Qn the other hand, no complaints 
hate been reported from | farmers 
where the larger amounts of seed were 
used, and a considerable number who 
in the past have used from fifteen te 
twenty pounds of-seed state that they 
prefer ushig more sced. 

Various writers and spcakers, bave 
correctly shown that twenty aud even 
fifteen atid twelre pouhds of seed is 
an extravagant waste of seed wher 
even a reasonable per cent of the seeds 
Produce plants. It seems In most cases 
where heavler secding has been com 
sidered an advantage that the main 
object was to combat weeds Or, in oth- 
er. words, to make the extra amount 
of seed serve the purpose of a nurse 


crop, :

While the tall end is not quite so 
tender, It wMl keep a week In cold 
Weather and can be used advanta- 
geously for pot roast or Irish stew.

Tiffin and Victoria 
Harbor,’ without | calling: for’ tenders, 
Mr. Pugsley informed the House that 
it has been decided not to extend the 
time for completion of the work, but 
to cal! for new tenders. The order-in- 
council awarding contracts had been 
rescinded. : 
Mr. Rorden again asked concerning 
the delay in bringing down the trea- 
ties recently signed between Great 
Erituin and the United States with 
tegarnd to the boundary and fisheries. 
The. Prime Minister replied that 
the treaties had net been received by 
the Government and he had_ tele- 
gciuphel the British embassy at Wash- 
ington to enquire the reason. 
Mr. Borden then asked the Minister 
of Railways-if any intimation had 
bevn given the employes of the Inter- 
colonial Railway at Halifax as to how 
they shall vote in the coming muni- 
cipal elections.

i W bile mangels may be grown on al- 
most all productive solls, deep Toatas 
are conshiered best and are necessary 
for the production of heavy ylekds of 
the long varieties, Mangels and sugar 
beets need consklerable sunshine for 
the development of the root and the 
elaboration of sugar. Witb a good sup 
ply of moisture In the soil. after the 
Plants have become established they 
will grow In a warn, dry climate and 
withstand dronght far better than 
> moat other crops, In the rotation man- 
gels inay be grown between two grain 
crops or after another Intertilled: crop 
which has been heartily niaugured, as 
cabbages. Goal sncvess is also’ se- 
cured In growing them after clover 
which has been down for 2 year, and 
aa they are uot harvested nnot!! late to 
the fall the grain crops beat auited tu 
succeed ibem are oats and coro. If 
oats follow, the tops should be spread 
uniformly over the Jand and plowed 
under in the fall, because the leaves 
are a valuable manure, and If left un- 
spreed the grafn crop will be uneven. 

In preparing the solt for mangels it 
is advised to plow deeply Jn the fal! 
and to cross plow or to gire a deep 
disk barrowlog In the spring. ‘Ten_to 
twelve tons per acte of barnyard ma- 
pure should be applied previons to 
“plowing, and this may be supplement- 
ed in the spring with fertiliserz, The 
seed bed should be pat Into Sine cond!- 
tion with disk and spike tooth harrow, 
and pretious to the last two harrow- 
inge from 340 to 280 pounds of ackl 
phosphate, 100 to 120 pounds of nitrate 
of sods ami 100 to 120 pounds of mu- 
riate of potash should be mixed togeth- 
eF and applied tumediately. Thia tréat- 
ment will etimalate the young plants 
{nto vigorous growtD. ln some cases 
400 to 600 pounds “Of salt per acre are 
applied, lf tbe land needa iime, the 
use of 1,500 to 2,000 pounds per acre 
Will often be found profitable.—New 
York Corgell Experlment Station.

In the immediate vicinity 
newspaper reporters were keeping vigil 
before the house of the dying states- 
man, but the only news handed to 
them was in the form of a bulletin 
more than an hour after his death. 
A few minutes thereafter a crowd 
assembled in Downing stro+t, but all 
persons were barred from approaching 
the house by a cordon of police from 
Scotland Yard, near by. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s 
final Hlnesa dates from Feb. 12, then 
he last appeared in the House of 
Commons, and moved the closure of 
the Scottish land bills. although he 
had been ailing since Nov. 13, 1907. 
when he participated in ®n entertain- 
ment in honor of Enperor William 
at the Guildhall. 

Fer invalids have bern the object 
of so much solicitude and attention 
as was bestowed upon Sir Henry, 
there having been a constant atream 
of callers at his Downing street resi- 
dence. including King Edward. who 
visited him on two occasions; Queen 
Alexandra, the Dowager Empresa of 
Russia, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales and many prominent men in 
public life. 

Sie Henry's last: published ulter- 
ance was a warm letter of thanks to 
his Scottish friends, who presented 
him with a portrait of himself. 

It is known that the ex-Premier 
was opposed to a public funeral, and 
it is believed that he will be buried 
without ostentation beside the body 
of his wife at Perthshire, Scotland. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman re- 
signed the office of Prime Minister on 
April 5. He waa born Scpt. 7. 1836. 
the youngest son of the late Sir James 
Campbell of Stracathro, Forfarshire, 
once Lord Provost of Glasgow. He as- 
sumed the additional name under the 
will of his maternal uncle, the late 
Henry Bannerman of Hunton Court, 
Kent, who bequeathed to him a large 
estate. He attended Glasgow Univer- 
sity and Trinity College, Cambridge. 
In 1860 he married TS a 
ter of MajorGeneral Bir u 
truce. She died in 1906, and since 
then Sir. Henry’s decline in health 
may be. dated, 3 

For nearly forty years he sat for the 
same seat—the Btirling Burghs—and 
his record of office goes’ back to 1871, 
when he was Financial Secretray to 
the War Office, which post he held a 
second time, from 1880 to 1888. Dur- 
ing the next two years he was Secre- 
tary to the Admiralty, and in 1834 he 
aucceeded Sir George Trevelyan as 
Irish Secretary, filling that office ably 
until the fall of the Gladstone Min- 
istry in 1885, in spite of the fact that 
the Irishmen described him as “the 
Scotch sand-bag.”” In the short Gov- 
ernment of 1886 he was Secretary for 
War, and to that post he returned 
under the last Liberal .Government. 
The Unionists suggested him as a 
candidate for the Speakership, to 
which Mr. Cully was appointed. 

He was chosen leader of the Lib- 
eral opposition in succession to Sir 
William Harcourt in February, 1399. 

On the resignation of the Ralfour 
administration in December, 1905; Sir. 
Henry was summoned by. the King 
and formed a Liberal Cabinet. The 
general election iollowed, and Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman entered 
the new Parliament with the great- 
est majority ever given. to a Britid: 
Premier.

“Treachery and internal dissension 
threatened him from within, whilst a 
waste of ne African desert separ- 
ated him from the outward help which 
his countrymen, albeit tardily. were 
straining every nerve to afford,” con- 
tinues Lord Cromer. ‘*All the anxiety 
he had undergone had gradually turn- 
ed his hair to silvery white. ‘Yet,’ 
said an-eye-witness. ‘in spite of all 
thie danger’ by ‘which bh 
oa: ere rome an cetiney a 

0,” he sajd, ‘te people in 
Maine: St Gorden fears nothing 
for God has created him without fear.” 
Nor was this an Idle t. General 
Gordon did not know what the word 
fear meant. Death had no terfors tor 
him. ‘I would,’ he wrote to hia sister, 
‘that all could Jook on death as a 
cheerful friend “who takes us from a 
world of trial.to our true home.’ 

“Many a man before Genera}. Gor- 
don has laid down his life at the call 
of duty. Many a man, too, has striv- 
en to regard death as a glad relief from 
pain, sorrow and suffering. But no ~ 
soldier about to lead a forlorn hope, 
no Christian martyr tied to the stake 
or thrown to the wild beasta of An- 
cient Rome, ever faced death with 
more unconcern than General Gordon. 
His faith was sublime. Strong in that 
faith he could meet the savage who 
plunged a spear into his breast with 
a “gesture of scorn.’ and with the sure 

certain hope of immortality which 
had been promised to him by the 
Master in whose footsteps he had 
endeavored to follow. 

“General Gordon died nobly, but, 
by ‘his own admission,’ he disobeyed 
hts jnstructions. ‘‘Like Lord Law: 
rence,” wrote to hix sister, ‘I have 
tried to do my duty.” But what is 
‘duty?’"* aake Chronicle. “Is it 
compatible with disobedience to writ 
ten instructions? Lord Oromer thinks 
not,”"

The second stary would show that 
it is owing te King Edward's influ- 
enee that Norway, alter the separa- 
tien, did net become a republic. 
Rjvernstjerne | Bjoernson. the great 
writer and Radical politician, who 
played a mest influential part in that 
event, was convinced. it is said, br 
aa autograph letter from King Ed- 
ward that a monarchy would be a 
freat advantage to Norway, particu: 
larly if King Haaken, whose Wife is 
an English prineess, should ascend 
the throne. 

King Edward is represented to have 
pointed out that England iy 2 ready to 
secure for Norway, after t separa- 
tion -from Sweden, the same inter- 
national position xs was secured for 
Sweden and Norway dy the treaty of 
1885. by which England and France 
had guaranteed the territorial inde 
pendence of the two countries, The 
King, it is said. added that he could 
much more easily attain this if Nor- 
way. instead of declaring a republic, 
elected Haakou King. His Majesty's 
arguments had so convincing an effect 

Bjorrnzon that he dropped the 
idea ofa republic. Thus, the Allge- 
meine Zeitung concludes, it is owing 
to a letter of King Edward that Nor 
way is not a republic.

ting out on my Kuropean journey, 1} 


referred to my long cherished desire 
to visit the famous canyon of Ari- 
zona that I might study it and de- 
scribe it to my castern friends. “It 
cannot be done,” said my friend. “No 
living man could describe the gran- 
deur and majesty of that wonderful 
scene. Just before I went there I 
was told that a man approached the 
brink of that awful chasm, and as 
he looked across it and down into 
its depths and up into the sky he 
droppel upon-his knees and cried: ‘O 
ow intinitely great art thou! I 
oeser realized until my eyes beheld 
tos wonderful manifestation of thy 
: All that you can do 
Visit the Grand canyon is 
overwhelmed with the immens- 
ts conception, It is greater, 
greater, than your wildest imag- 
nation could ever conceive.” 

Well. L said to myself if that is 
true there is one fact I will learn 
from the Grand eanyon. That ‘will 
be its superlativeness as a basis for 
comparison. There are things that 
are above and bevond utterance. 
Paul heard things when he was caught 
up to heaven that he stehicere un- 
speakable, and on anothermwccaston, 
trying to describe the things God had 
prepared for theta that love him, he 
said that eye had not seen nor ear 
heard, neither had it entered into the 
heart of man, and Jolin in Patmos fell 
down as one dead. (When I read of 
these strange incidents I shall always 
think of the overwhelming impression 
which one gets from his first view of 
the Grand Canyon of Arizona. It is a 
species of measuring rule by which I 
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estimate other impressions. It is thia 


kind of culminating comparison that 
Paul uses in my text. 

Tn the first place. Paul leads us into 
the celestial choir lofts of heaven. He } 
gathers before us the saweet-voiced ! 
singers who once sang the song of thei 
Nativity above Bethlehem of Judea. { 
He leads those white-winged messen- : 
gers of the sky to sing until their unit- [ 
ed choruses roll about us in great ti- j 
dal waves of harmony. Some of us ;} 
have heard the most famous song- 
stresses on earth lilt up their voices 
in praise. But never will our ears 
hear melodies like those celestial songs 
until at Iast aa redeemed spirits we - 
ourselves are. singing the song of | 
Moses and the Iamb before the great 
white throne of heaven. Then after 
Paul has in imagination Jed us up 
through the boulevards of gold, down | 
past the great white mansions of the | 
skies, and has overwhelined us with j 
the beauty and pathos and grandeur 
of the inspiring oratorios of the celes- 
lial city he says to us: “That singing j 
is the most beautiful singing of all the | 
ages. From human lips and throat ; 
could never come music 60 enchant- 
ing. But, though we could sing like 
that, our song would be em ty and 
meaningless and discordant if it had | 
not in it that one thrilling note of 
love. Though [speak with the tongue : 
of angels and have not love, I am be. | 
come as sounding brass or a tinkling } 
cymbal. It is love that gives celestial 
music its sweetness. 

Then Paul hay us sit at the feet of 
Hebrew teachers like Gamaliel and 
Hillel. He introduces to the 
Phets of old. He brings thé 
wise meri or the magi of the east. He 
solves for us all the knotty social 
problems of the day and leads us 
down amid the temples of old Egypt’ 
and amid the wondera of Ninevah 
am! Babylon and Rome sand Athens. 
Then he shows us the giants of faith 
as Titans changing the topographical 
construction of the earth. Then after 
he has piled learning upon wisdom 
and intellectuality upon intellectuality 
and superlative upon superlative and 
made man omniscient as well aa om- 
nipotent he uttera these: words: “And 
if I have the gift of prophecy and 
know all mysterica and all know!l- 
edge and if I have all faith ao as to 
move mountains, but have not love, 
I am_ nothing.” Ab, .yea; love is 
greater than all the knowledge con- 
tained within the walls of an Alexan- 
driun library. ‘Love is greater than 
the wisdom of King Solomon. Love is 
greater than the prophetic eye which 
can look through the black curtain 
which separates the present and tho 
events that will dappen millions of 
years hence. Love greater. than 
the strength of the everlasting hilla. 
Love is greater than the ah ores tri- 
umphs of art. For if we have not 
love, no matter how great our intel- 
lectuality may be, we are as’ nothnig. 
Aye, we are worse than nothing. Is 
not Paul's second comparison again 
approaching the culminating super- 
lative? 

+ Then, as a guide leads us higher and 
higher over a mountain range and we 
climb from peak to peak until at last 
we st upon the*topniost pinnacle 
overlooking all mountains, rising out 
of material into moral elevation, Paul 
says: “‘Love is more than this. Though 
you labor for othera and scem to 
spend all your life in the service of 
your fellow men. though you become 
a pauper for their sake and go to 
the martyr’s stake, if you do not love 
your fellow men, in God's sight all 
your deeds of self-eacritice will for 
naught. Yes, yes! How superlative 
does overtop superlative when Paul 
is elaborating for us the power and 
the necessity of love. Now let us 
ask ourselves why love is so essential

“Are 
nearly all our lemon. trees. grafted 
upon the orange tree? “Yes,”" he 
auswered; “‘nearly all. If I were go- 
ing to graft a lemon tree upon an 
orange tree, I would go out to my 
orchard in springtime and cut a 
slender branch off my lemon ‘tree. 
From this branch I would cut. the 
healthiest bud, making the grafting 
bud about three-quarters of an inch 
long. Then I would cut the bark of 
an orange tree about two yeara old 
and gently press the lemon’ bud into 
the bark. Then F would hermetical- 
ly seal the woods together with wax. 
Then, when the lemon bud took root 
and got to growing fully. TE would eut 
off the orange tree just above the lem- 
on bud. so that all the strength of 
the trunk of the orange tree would 
b> conserved to develop the lemon 
branch and the lemon fruit. as it 
ought.” Ah. yea, I said to myself 
while m}triend was talking: the 
orange tree “has its branches cut off 
so its trunk can. produce sustenance 
for the lemon branches. And ‘that ia 
love. We are the human. tree and 
will have the branches of our own 
selfish desires amputated in order that 
we may bear fruit in the lives of our 
fellow men.

er Gladiator off the Isle of Wight. 

The first reports stated that from 
twenty to thirty of the Gladiator's 
crew had been drowned. 

The St. Paul left Southampton at 
32.30 o'clock. She was an hour behind 
her usual time of sailing, the delay 
being due to the belated arrival of 
the passenger train, which was block- 
ed by snow drifts on the trips from 
London. The weather was coinpara- 
tively clear in Southampton waters. 
but immediately the St. Paul turned 
into the Solent, which runs parallel 
to the Isle of Wight, she cncountered 
a terrific snow blizzard. i 

Capt. Passow and his chief officer, 
with the American line’s regular pt 
lot, were on the bridge. and a look- 
out man was posted in the bow. _Sud- 
denly a ship appeared immediately 
in front of them, 1t waa the Gladia- 
tor ut anchor. Orders were given on 
the instant for full speed astern in 
an cndeavor to clear the cruiser, but 
it was. too late. 

The St. Paul's sharp stem rammed 
the anchored vessel amidships. She 
quivered and reeled, and the passcn- 
gers rushed on deck in groat alarm, 
the women being on tho vergt of a 
panic. The officers ‘and crew acted 
with the greatest coolness, and allay- 
ed the terror with as fine a display 
of discipline as though she were the 
beet trained man-ol-war. oe 

Five lifeboats were lowered within 
a few minutes to rescue the, crew. of 
the Gladiator, which had sustained a 
death-biow. A 

The cruiser began to sink almost 
at once. Her men gave a magnificent 
demonstration of discipline. At the 
captain’s ‘command they formed in 
line on the deck and stood in ranks 
while the cruiser settied down. _ 

In obedience to orders, successive 
batches marched to the gangways and 
entered the St. Paul's boats, until 
practically the w ole crew had been 
taken off and laSded at Yarmouth, 
on the Isle of Wight. 

The Gladiator's crew numbered 450 
men, and Capt. Walter Lumaden, true 
to naval traditions, was the last to 
leave his ship. Only a few men then 
were missing, and it was thought that 
most of them had been saved by a 
boat which had put out from Yar. 
mouth, i 

Capt. Lumsden, on landing, at once 
sent’ a message to Capt. Passow, 
thanking him for his promptitude in. 
lowering boats, and speaking in the 
most complimentary terms of the con- 
duet of the St) Paul’s seamen. 

The Gladiator soon settled down. 
Only her upper works are now vis- 
ible. The St. Paul returned to South-

Despairing of setting a good collection 
and his fever for stamps somewhat 
abating. be sold them to a dealer. The 
hew owner, on looking at the cata- 
Josue, found phat what he had pald $5 
for was worth $25, SS aye-~ ; 

Accidentally the stamp was slipped 
Into a 25 ceut packet and sent to a 
dealer reskling In Hamilton, When 
the latter opened the packet be was 
astonished to tind such a valuable 
stamp and, being honest, wrote: his 
friend to inform bim of what had hap- 
pened, offering blin $1,200 for It. The 
offer was acceptel, apd the stamp 
again changed hands. Hs this time the 
stamp had Increased fn vatue, and not 
a few came from a distance to look at 
the treaxure. One day an Engilsh no- 
blemap, who, through a Canadian 
friend, had bean) of the stamp, offered 
$1,500, which offer was accepted. The 
English lon, falling In Jove with an 
American helress and wishing to gala 
the favor of her brother, "presented 
him with the stamp as a token of 
esteem, Here, in its new and luxurk 
ous American bome, it came to a sad 
end, for one day the mald, by mistake, | 
swept the stamp, which had acchdental- 
ty fallen out of the album, into the 
fire: In an Instant the stamp which 
thousands had beard of and longed 
for went up ta smoke to the broad, 
blue aky, leaving not a trace bebind.

{F SNOW NEVER FELL. 


The Effect Upon the World's. Crops 
Would Be Disastrous. 

If ati the condensed moisture of the 
atmosphere were to fall as rain and 
nene of it was snow hundreds of thou- 
sands of square miles of the earth's 
surface now yielding bountiful crops 
would be little better than a desert. 
The tremendous cconowle galn for the 
world at large which results from the 
difference between snow and rain fs 
selJom realized by the inbabitants of 
fertile and well watered lowlands. 

It §s in the extensive regions where 
‘Irrigation is a prime necessity In ag- 
ticulture that the special uses of snow 
cowe chiefly Into view. AN through 
the winter the snow Is falling upon the 
mountains and packing Itself Ariniy in 
the ravines, Thus In nature's great 
Icehouse a supply of moisture Is stored 
up for the followlug summer. 

All through the warm wonths the 

hanlened snow banks are melting 
stadually, In trickling streams ther 
steadily feed the rivers which as they 
flow through the valleys are utHized 
for irrigaUion. [If this mvisture fell as 
tala it would almost Immediately wash 
down through the rivers, which would 
bandily be fed at all in the summer 
When the crops west nepded water. 
These faci ‘arc s0 Well known as to 
be commonplace in the Salt Lake ral- 
ley ,and in the subarid regions of the 
west generally. They are not so well 
understood in New Jersey or Ohlo, 
where snow I[s soinetimes a pictur 
esque, sometimes a disagreeable, fea- 
ture of winter, 
“In all parts of the country the notion 
prevails that the snow Is of great value 
asa fertilizer, Scientists, however, are 
inclined to attach lesa {mportance to 
ite service tn soi! nutrition—for some 
tegions that bave uo snow are exceed- 
ingty ‘fertile—than to its worth as a 
blanket daring the months of high 
winds, It prevents the blowing off of 
the finely pulverized richness of the 
top soll This, althoush little per 
ceived, would offen be a great loss.

LORD’ DUNDREARY. 
— 


The Elder Sothern’s Story of How the 
Part Was Written. 

The Theater Magazine tells how the 
part of Lord Dnudreary came to be 
created by Sothern, the elder 

“There 13 not a singlo word or act,” 
wrote E, A. Sothern three ycars be- 
fore. his death, “in Lord Dundreary 
that has not becn sugzested to me by 
persons whom I have known since [ 
was five yearg of age.” 

This was wiltten in 1873, when Lonl 
Dundreary had become better known 
than most members of the English no- 
bility, when his whiskers had set the 
fashion, bis clothes bad been copied by 
the elect, his ulster (suggested by the 
png frieze coat of an Irish pig driver) 
fad introduced that comfortable gart- 
ment to society, his remarks were 
household words, and everywhere this 
Unique creation of Sothern’s mercurial 
‘genius and nimble wit bad become a 
famillar and, in spite of his apparent- 
ly empty mind, a belored friend. If 
Mr. Sothern’s statement ts to be ac- 
cepted Uterally he must have met a 
vast number of oddities in his time. 

Yet at the beginning Lord Dundrea- 
ry was x Minor part, with Just forty- 
seren nes to speak, in a Very poor 
play, In 1958, as a stop gap, cacra 
Keene put in rehearsal “Our American 
Cousin,” by Tom Taylor, a comedy 
«having as Its central Ggure a Yankee 
fos imagined by an Englishman of the 
time, a grotesque caricature without 
merit. Therolept Dandreary, a conren- 
tional English fop, was given to Ed- 
ward Askey Sothern, an English actor 
of thirty-two, who had been with Les- 
ter Wallack for four seasons, acting 
heavy parts and low comedy, making’ 
bis drst success in 1857 as Duval to 
Matilda Heron's Camille. , 7 

Dundreary was not at all to his lik- 
ing, but permission to “gag” ad libi- 
tum made him willing to go on with it, 
The role was practically rewritten, tn 
accordance with an idea Mr. Sothern 
had bad in mind for years. Erery- 
thing that was absurd and extravagant 
was added, and changes and additions 
were frequent. Soon came the gait 
that was nothing ike human, the hest- 
liting, carnest speéch, tho “magnifi- 
cent sneeze.” the letter from his 
“bwother,” the business of counting 
ils fingers, the twisted proverbs, the 
thousand and one touches that went 
to make up this absurd, balf foollsh, 
entirely amusing figure, who possessed, 
nevetthcless, a certain measure of In- 
telligent shrewdness and whose wild- 
est conversational shot usually hit 
Some sort of mark, though not perhaps 
the oue Le had almed at. 

The career of “Our American Cousin” 
was long and honorable, and, although 
Mr. Sothern appeared with success and 
distinction In other plays; it was as 
Dundreary that his andicnces wanted 
him, and it Is in that. role that his 
name will be handed to "posterity. 
From 1558 to 1861 he played it io this 
country, always to crowded housds, In 
1861 he took it to London. For two 
weeks the company: faced fallare; then 
came phenomenal:-success, a run of 
over 400 nights, It was the first of the 
long runs In that elty. 
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Not a Financial Success. i

Elaborate are the precautions taken 
for cusndine the Ring at the big 
shoots at Windser er Sandringham. 
Two detectives, then, al vs follow 
His- Majesty at close quarters; they 
are arrayed in shooting costume, bub 
they ure out for a very different ob- 
feet. ? They are charged with the duty 
of preventing any stranger approach- 
ing near His Majesty. 

Before being put on this duty a de- 
tective has te become familiar with 
the appearance. not only of the King's 
guests, but also with the gamekeepers 
and servants, whe, during the shoot, 
may. in the course of their work, have 
to come in close proximity to the 
King, otherwise, very awkward mis- 
takes’ might arise. 

In addition to the two detectives on 
“‘personal service’ on such occasions, 
there are also some, half-<doztn ‘otherd 
whe keep more distant watch over 
Hix Maiesty: these form a 4 of cor- 
don runt the King which it would 
be impossible for a stranger to pass. 
tlaborate as is the system at work 
for guarding the King, it works so 
smoothly and is so thoroughly well- 
organized that it really dors not ap- 
pear to exist. It is the most’ unab- 
frusive detective system in the world, 
and yet at the same time the most 
effective, 

For example, when the King visits 
a theatre there are always a number 
of detectives about the entrance to it 
whilst His’ Majesty ix entering and 
leaving the house; but they are never 
seen nor are apperently any precau- 
lions taken to prevent the crowd that 
always gathers on such occasions com- 
ing near the King. Tf would be quite 
contrary to His Majesty's wishes that 
any such precautions should be taken. 
and there is no necessity for them. 
No dangerous character could possibly 
ert into the crowd without being 
“spotted’? by the detective, and from 
that moment he would be a marked 
man, as helpless as if he were hand- 
cuffed! antil the King had driven 
way. 



























Sheep as Beasts of Burden.
